I have the honor to submit my third annual report as University Librarian, 
for the period between July 1, 1956 and June 30, 1957, the 162nd year of the 
University Library's history. 

Notwithstanding operation under an inadequate state-appropriated book budget 
(reduced from $125,000 per year in the 1953-1955 biennium to $100,000 per year in 
the 1955-1957 biennium), the Library has continued its remarkable growth as 
measured in number of volumes. This is largely due to the special wages funds 
which the Library has received to continue the processing of gifts received in 
years past (i.e., the "'UNCL Project"); but a number of new gifts received this year 
has also helped to swell the volume count. We look forward to the 1957-1959 bien- 
nium with considerable optimism in the area of library acquisitions for two reasons. 
First, the bulk of our long accumulated, uncataloged gifts are now under sufficient 
bibliographical control as to reduce the risk of duplicate purchasing. Second, the 
General Assembly will evidently approve an allocation of $165,000 per annum for 
books-periodicals-binding. Although this amount is still short of our actual need, 
it does represent a remarkable gain of 65 percent over the current year. President 
Friday, the other administrative officers of the University, the faculty, the 
Friends of the Library organization, the students, friendly members of the General 
Assembly, the Governor, the editors of influential newspapers, and the general 
citizenry of North Carolina -- all exerted themselves during the 1957 legislative 
year to restore the Library's book budget to the amount recommended by the State 
Board of Higher Education ($165,000) which had been reduced ($125,000) in the 
recommendation of the Advisory Budget Commission. The Library and the University 
as a whole are most grateful for this widespread understanding of the importance 


of the library in the instructional and research programs of the Chapel Hill campus. 
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In another area, too, the year 1956/57 marked a fundamental advance -- 
recognition by the University Administration that the teaching-research-profes- 
sional staff of the Library is properly a part of the "academic personnel" group 
of the University, and thereby should be exempt from regulation and classification 
by the State Personnel Board. The sections of this report which deal with person- 
nel will show an effort on the Library's part, through its in-service training 
program and its professional seminars, to improve the competence of the entire 
staff and merit the recognition which has been earned. There still remains much 
to be done in library personnel administration. A definition of the privileges of 
"academic status" is to be written; and we have yet to attain a regular salary 
schedule comparable to those of the best university libraries in the Southeast. 

On January 18, 1957 the General Faculty amended the Instrument of Government 
by addins Article IX on The Library. This action is regarded as a declaration by 
the faculty that the Library is properly a part of the academic structure of the 
University, and as such, its affairs should come under the scrutiny of the faculty. 
Section A of Article IX, the only section included in the Instrument to date, 
defines the Administrative Board of the Library, states the term of Board members, 
and enumerates the duties of the Board. 

One of the mest significant additions to the Library Administrative Manual, 
Information Memorandum No. 200, entitled "Guide to Special Collections," was begun 
in March of 1957. The purpose of the "Guide" is to supplement the card catalog by 
bringing attention to those holdings of the Library which cannot (due to cost or 
due to the nature of the material itself) be identified and located by normal 
library cataloging practice. The "Guide'' has already been highly commended by 
scholars in our region as a device which will disclose to other research institu- 
tions the special assets of the University of North Carolina which would not be 
shown in union catalogs, union lists, etc. The "Guide" also provides a descriptive 


record of major special acquisitions or gifts which will, after they are fully 
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cataloged, be distributed in more than one location in the Library system. Substan- 
tial progress has been made toward the completion and revision of other sections 

of The Administrative Manual. 

Since this is my final annual report as University Librarian, I take special 
pleasure in repeating my appreciation of the staunch support I have received for 
the past three years from the University Administration, the Library Board, the 
faculty and the library staff. Except for this introductory statement and the 
section on Plans and Recommendations, the several sections of this report, as well 
as the appendices, have been prepared by Associate Librarian 0. V. Cook and Assist- 
ant Librarian I. T. Littleton. As before, this annual report represents a summary 
of the more complete record of the library year to be found in such publications 
as Library Notas, Recent Acquisitions and The Bookmark.

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The year 1956-57 marked several important milestones in the history and 
growth of the University of North Carolina Library. The fruition of months of 
planning and presentation of the 1957-59 budget came last Spring when it was 
announced that the North Carolina State Legislature had increased the Library's 
annual appropriation for books and periodicals from $100,000 for the bienniun, 
1955-57 to $165,000 for the biennium, 1957-59. Thanks are due to the University 
administrative officials for their forthright presentation of the critical needs 
for the Library books in the teaching and research program of the University. 
This increase in book funds will enable the Library to keep pace with other 
university libraries in the Southeast in both quantity and quality of the 
collections. 

Another accomplishment of first importance to the future development of 
the Library was the increase in salaries of the staff appropriated by the state 
legislature and generously allocated by University officials. Salaries of 
professional members of the staff will be increased significantly on July l, 
1957. This action will place the library in a better position to recruit the 
more promising librarians. 

The Legislature also provided funds for several new positions for the 
1957-59 biennium so that additional staff can be added to units in most critical 
need. Although some areas will still be understaffed, these new positions will 
enable us to fill some of the most serious gaps. 

The year 1957 marked the 25th anniversary of the Friends of the Library. 
This organization which has played such an important part in the development of 
scholarly and research collections began in 1932 through the efforts and 


encouragement of Dr. Louis Round Wilson, tnen the Librarian. The membership

has grown from 30 members in 1932 to over 450 this year. On May 10, the Silver 
Anniversary Dinner was held at the Carolina Inn with about 150 members in 
attendance. The large contributions of books and funds by this organization 


during the year are reported elsewhere. 


GROWTH AND ORGANIZATION OF THE COLLECTIONS 


With the close of business on June 30, the Library could report that during 
the fiscal year 1956-57 it had added 67,295 volumes to its official volume count. 
As of July 1, 1957 the total volumes held by the University of North Carolina 
Libraries was 898,417. The number of volumes added is less than the record- 
breaking 94,516 volumes added in 1955-56 but is still a surprising number of 
additions for a year in which the State Legislature granted a book budget of 
only $100,000. 

There are two reasons why there were so many additions. The University 
was able to provide supplementary funds for employing additional staff members 
for accessioning and processing gifts and exchange books accumulated and stored 
over the years but still uncataloged for lack of personnel to handle them, 

Over 17,000 volumes were added by this means. This backlog of unprocessed 
volumes has been cut down from approximately 200,000 to about 25,000. Some of 
the important collections processed in this program are the Knight, MacNider, 
Masonic, Myers, Episcopai Diocese, Gould, Tanenbaum, Bjcrkman and Howell 
Collections. The books in these and many miscellaneous collections are now 
represented by author ecards in the catalog. As was pointed out in last year's 
report, this project is an especially important undertaking because it has 
reduced the hazard cf our purchasing books which we already have but of which 
we have no itemized record. The second reason for such a large growth in the 
Library's collections is that we have received sizeable funds and numerous 
books from Friends of the Library, faculty, alumni and others. At the Friends 
of the Library dinner on May 10 it was announced that Friends of the Library 


had given some 11,000 volumes, 450 maps, 30 prints and pictures, 5 large 
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collections of manuscripts and a number of autographed letters and broadsides. 
Two collections containing approximately 1,000 items received during the year were 
the Willis Briggs Collection of General History, Literature and North Caroliniana 
and the Library of Richard Malcolm Johnston. Some other notable acquisitions © 
received as gifts are the following: 22 rare volumes and letters for addition 
to Preston Davie Collection of Early Americana; a fine 1532 copy of Perceforest, 
one of the great landmarks in printing, added to the Hanes Collection for 
the Study of the Origin and Development of the Book by Robert M, Hanes; 9,000 
reprints dealing largely with physiological and embryological studies, from 
Dr. E. Newton Harvey, Professor of Biology at Princeton University; 1,000 items 
for addition to the Archibald Eenderson Collection of Bernard Shaw; two Spanish 
incunabula from Miies Horton, Jr.; over 500 volumes for addition to the William 
Henry Hoyt Collection of French History; a rare group of priats from Dr. William 
P. Jacocks, including a 1654 original etching by Rembrandt, Descent from the Cross 
by Torch-light; copy of the first edition of Samuel Johnson's Dictionary of the 
English Language (Lovdon, 1755), in two volumes for addition to the Whitaker 
Collection Relating to Samuel Johnson, James Boswell and Their Friends as well 
as a number of other rare volumes for addition to the other collections estab- 
lished by William A. Waitaker. 

During the latter part of June, 1957, the Library was the recipient of 
a check for $3,000 from the Heineman Foundation for Research, Educational, 
Charitable and Scientific Purposes, Inc. of New York City. With this gift the 
Dannie M. Heineman Fund for the purchase of research materials was established. 
Dr. Heineman and his neighbor, William Henry Hoyt, both of Greenwich, Connecticut, 
visited the Library in January and on January 17 a reception was held for them 
‘in the Rare Book Room, 

Not only by gift but by purchase with both state appropriated and trust 


funds, growth has been high in quality as well as quantity. Important 
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acquisitions reported by the Order and Serials Departments and in Recent 
Acquisitions, the Library's publication devoted to Listing and analyzing the 
Library's collections, will testify to the quality of the items acquired. Some 
indication of important research materials acquired can be found in the lists 

of new periodicals and continuations acquired by the Serials Department. The 
Serials Department reports that 113 new perfodical subscriptions were entered 
for the year; 157 new continuations were ordered and long back files of 29 
different journals and periodicals were acquired. The following examples will 
illustrate the wide variety and importance of periodical acquisitions: a complete 
File of Die Fackel, 14 volumes of Horizon; 25 volumes of Islenzka békmentafélag; 
22 volumes of Nieuw archief voor wiskunde; 14 volumes of Revista de steidence’ a 
complete file on wicrofilm of The Manchester Guardian Weekly, 1937-1952. 

One of the most important additions to the Rare Book Room is a facsimile 
of The Lindisfarne Gospels recently published "In Aedibus Urs Graf" in Switzer- 
land. This edition is limited to 680 copies. 

The North Carolina Collection accessioned 2,139 volumes, 31 maps and 235 
pictures, Through contributions and gifts of books John Sprunt Hill has continued 
to enrich the collection. Some of the outstanding items purchased on the Bruce 
Cotten Endowment were: William Stith, The History and the First Discovery and 
Settlement of Virginia (London, S. Birt, 1753); Robert Sayer, The American 
Military Pocket Atlas (London, R. Sayer, 1776) s7U So ."Circuit court, Districc 
of North Carolina, Hamilton versus Eaton (Newbern? F. X. Martin? 17927); a valuable 
file of The Western Carolinian (Salisbury, Philo White and James Craige), covering 
years 1823-24 and 1830-31 and a microfilm of the same newspaper partially covering 
the years 1821-1822, 1826, 1835-1838. An extraordinary set of scrapbooks (31 
volumes in all) was given to the North Carolina Collection by Earl Dean, reporter 


and feature writer of Manteo, North Carolina. This huge collection newspaper 
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clippings, mainly about Roanoke Island and Dare County, covers the period from 
the early 1930's to 1955. In addition to these few examples, Miss Thornton and 
her staff have continued to collect materials in print by North Carolinians or 
about North Carolina. 

The Law Library has acquired 150 volumes of reports of bar associations 
throughout the country by exchanging back files of the North Carolina Bar 
Association Reports. Important source material of English legal history is still 
being received as a result of Miss Lucille Elliott's trip to England in 1956. 
Funds provided fer this purpose by Alumai Giving and Friends of the Library not 
yet expended have been allocated for the completion of serials in the Law Library. 

Additions of important books, music and phonograph recordings have strength- 
ened further the already outstanding Music Library. To illustrate the quality 
of music acquisitions, some of the more important ones are mentioned: two rare 
Palestrina volumes of motets carrying the imprint dates of 1601 and 1604; a rare 
set of the complete works of Handel in 94 volumes (i.e., 93, volume 49 was never 
published) (1859-1885); and phonograph records containing 41 symphonies by Mozart 
in 12 albums, three aibums of the string quartets of Beethoven and five albums of 
the English and Scottich Fopviar Ballads. 

The Southern Historical Collection reports that 179 groups of manuscripts 
totaling 62,321 pieces were added to the collection. Among these were 20,000 
items from the office files of the Honorable John H. Small, Member of Congress 
from North Carolina, 1899-1921, and the first of a large collection of the profes- 
sional papers of Dr. Louis Round Wilson relating to his career at the University. 
The collection now contains about 3,000,000 manuscripts. 

In the course of our self-examination during the year, the number of titles 
in each of the Dewey Decimal subject classifications was estimated and a percent- 


age distribution of holdings by subject was obtained. This breakdown is 
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Given below, in a rough way, this profile tells us our strengths and weaknesses:

The total number of recorded volumes circulated by all Library units 


during the year was 469,941 - an increase of 18% over 1955-56. 


The increase in the circulation of books for one week or more was about 


10%, whereas that for reserve books was 207. 


This reflects to some extent 


an increased enrollment, but, since most of the reserve books are used in 


connection with courses, it is clear that the Library is being used more 
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as a adjunct to classroom teaching. 

The Circulation Department, in addition to its usual work of inventory, 
stack reading, shelving, maintaining the bookstock and helping readers, has found 
it necessary, due to crowded stack conditions, to make a major shift of some of 
the books on the 7th level to the 8th level. Miss Lucy reports that with increased 
demand, there is a greater need for duplicate copies of titles in the Reserve 
Room and for some of the more popular books in general circulation. As enrollment 
rises and as the trend of specific library assignment continues, the need for 
duplicates will become even more pressing. 

Because of the rapid growth in faculty and townspeople and the impossibilicy 
of the staff's knowing even a small percentage of them, there has been nie hoeneeua® 
sion about issuing identification cards to visiting scholars, Chapel Hill residents 
Or visitors not otherwise connected with the university, and facuity members. 
Her2tofore, it has been the policy to lend bocks to anyone who has a Chapel Hill 
addvess but the time is coming when the Library cannot treat book lending quite as 
informally as it has in the past. Iu April a Librarian's Conference was devoted 
to this problem and it was decided that three types of borrower's cards would be 
designed and issued: (1) Visiting Faculty, (2) Special Borrowers, and (3) 
Faculty Library Card. For the present, cards will be issued as a courtesy intro- 
duction; and use of cards will be recommended, rather than required, until experience 
in their use is evaluated. 

Both the General College Library and the Reserve Reading Room report an 
increased use of books by undergraduates; notwithstanding greater use, and an 
upward trend in enrollment, no provision for additional space has been made, The 
General College Library has only 75 seats for about 1200 Freshmen. The number of 
reserve bouks for Freshwan Social Science courses is increasing but there is no 


more space for them uniess (1) some of the open sheif books are transferred to the 
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bookstack, or (2) readers space is taken for books. Spot checks of the charge 
cards indicate that the majority of readers who use the books on open shelves in 
the room are upper classmen, graduate students and faculty members and that many 
of the titles in the collection are not suitable for undergraduates. 

The Library staff's Building and Space Planning Committee in its report sub- 
mitted during the year had a great deal to say about the critical need for 
additional seating and open shelf book collections for the undergraduate. 

In the Wilson Library there are only 907 seats and in 1956-57, the under- 
graduate enrollment was 6,093 -- about one seat for every six students. The 
committee's report is quoted; "In recent years authorities on library planning 
have raised their recommended number of library seats from one-third to éneehalt 
the number of students enrolled. This increase has come about as a result of a 
change from a textbook-centered philosophy of education to a multi-book centerad 
philosophy. This educational trend which is the crux of the new trend in ‘general 
education’ has been adopted in most of the academic departments at the University 
of North Carolina. Not only has there beea an increase in the use ot the Library 
by students at UNC as a result of this method of education, but it is predicted 
that the enrollment at the University will follow a national trend of increasing 
successively in future years so that by 1960 there will be around 10,000 students 
at the University. Based on the estimates by the Commission on Higher Education, 
enrollment will show a steady increase at least until 1970. 

"These facts lead to the conclusion that library seating capacity will need 
to be increased within the next five years unless we want to repeat the conditions 
that existed in this Library before the present addition was completed.... 

The committee also points out the inadequate number of books on open shelves 
for ready access by the undergraduate. In regard to the General College Library © 


coliection, the committee states, "This collection contains mainly books in tho

Social Sciences -- history, economics, sociology and biography. However, there are 
also books there useful for research only. It is not a well-rounded browsing 
collection, yet it is the only opan-shelf collection for undergraduates, other 

than the books in the Reserve Room which are to be used for specific courses and 
are tied up with short loans." 

Most of these problems now facing the General College Library and the Reserve 
Reading Room could be solved by an Undergraduate Library. The Building and Spece 
Planning Committee recommends a well selected general open shelf collection of 
20,009 tc 50,000 books located in one or a combination of two or more pleasant and 
comfortable reoms in the present building or in a separate undergraduate building. 
Such a collection would bring our undergradvates into direct contact with the 
world's greatest and most inviting tooks on all subjects. 

Tke need for increased seating and shelving capacity is also critical in 
other Library units. The rooms in which the Geology (New East), Botany (Davie iall), 
Libraries are housed are filled to capacity. In neither library is there room for 
more than six students to use the materials. Plans must be made soon to send 
little used material in these libraries to the Wilson Library or to provide more 
space for readers and books. 

The demands for reference service continued to increase. The Reference 
Department answered almost 2,000 more questions in 1956/57 than in the previous 
year. 

The Reference Department is still concerned about its inability to provide 
full professional staffing to assist readers during the evening hours when there is 
more demand for service from undergraduate students. With increased legislative 
appropriations, additional help will be given to the Reference Department during 
the evening hours but more assistance is needed also in otner departments in the 
Wilson Library (e.g., Economics and Business Administration Library and Documents 


Department). 
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With the additional salary appropriation from the 1957 Legislature, the 
service in Departmental and School libraries outside the Wilson Library will improve 
somewhat. Plans are being made to provide a full-time Art Librarian for the new 
library in the Ackland Museum and for part-time staffing in the Botany and Zoology 
Libraries. This will provide at least part-time staffing in all units except the 
Psychology Library. 

The Special Collections in the Wilson Library continue to be heavily used by 
research workers on and off the campus. Dr. Patton reports 853 registrations of 
scholars representing over 40 major universities, colleges, state libraries and 
historical societies throughout the United States. Drs. James W. Patton and 
Carolyn Wailace explained the services of the collection on a half-hour television 
program on WUNC-TV on January 7. Aw article on the Southern Historical Coilection 
by Dr. Wallace appeared in the Summer issue of Manuscripts and lists of acquisitions 
have appeared in Journal of Southern History (May 1957) and Forest History Sources 
of the United States and Canada (St. Paul, Minnesota, 1956). 

The staff of the North Carolina Collection has under way a number of projects. 
The most important is the completion of a bibliography of North Carolina by Mary L. 
Thornton. It contains 15,500 titles and comprises, with the exception of state 
and federal documents and non-book materials, almost all the titles in the North 
Carolina catalogues. The manuscript is now ready for publication with the exception 
of an introduction and a subject index. This bibliography complements the earlier 
volume listing the official publications, compiled also by Miss Thornton and pub- 
lished in 1954. Thanks are due to John Sprunt Hill for making the publication of 
both of these valuable bibliographies possible. 

About 650 volumes which were in the first University and Di and Phi libraries 
have been assembled and shelved on the pine shelves in the "Old Carolina" Rooms.

Volumes were identicied from an 1602 Liss in a North Carolina newspaper nd 


printed catalogues of the societies prior to 1830. 
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A search was made in other libraries for copies of early North Carolina 
publications which have been on our want list for many years, Films and prints of 
many of them have been secured during the year. 

Although there has been no increase in lending or borrowing from other 
libraries, both activities are still heavy. There has been little change in the 
ratio of borrowing and lending. Apparently the same encouraging trends which were 
reported last year are continuing: (1) our borrowing is due somewhat less to 
deficiencies in ovr own collection and therefore to a more legitimate use of inter- 
library loan, (2) there seems to be better reciprocity in our dealings with other 
large research libraries. However, an analysis of the statistics on lending shows 
a decrease in volumes lent to smaller libraries and citizens in the state. This 
probably reflects the growing strength of the State Library which is handling 
more of the requests from small public libraries and individuals outside of Chapel 
Hill. 

The trend in Photographic Service is changing from an emphasis on purely 
technical operations for interests outside the Library to a more integrated program 
of service to the library in building up its own collections in microfacsimiles and 
other photographic aids to library operations. Mr. Boone has undertaken an 
experiment of reproducing catalog cards by photography. From work done up to now, 
it appears that the present equipment in the laboratory is not adequate for this 
purpose. Attempts are being made to design an apparatus for this purpose. Consider- 
able use is being made of the Verifax machine by Library departments needing quick 
copies of letters, brochures, book lists, etc. This machine is the most important 
equipment addition to the Laboratory since last July. 

There has been an increased use of the Rare Book Room and its collections in 
the teaching program. Dr. London reports that a large number of university classes 
met in the room to examine and discuss rare materials. Associate Librarian 0. V. 


Cook has made numerous illustrated talks on the history of the book to University 
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classes, seminars, and book clubs in various parts of the state. He also taught 
Library Science 151 on the History of Books and Printing, in the School of Library 
Science during the Spring semester. 

Dr. William R, Pullen, Documents Librarian, offered a course in Public 
Documents during the Spring semester and Mary W. Oliver, Law Librarian, taught her 
Legal Bibliography in the Law School for the second year. 

In other ways, librarians have been doing direct teaching. The Reference 
Department staff gave its annual series of lectures on the use of the Library to 
the 1200 entering Freshmen. The new Library Handbook was used as a basis for the 
lectures and each Freshman was given a copy for reference. Charlotte Georgi, 
Business Administration Librarian, has given 50 lectures on the use of Business 
materials to a total of over 600 studerts in the School of Business Administration. 
A seven-page mimeographed syllabus has been prepared as a basis for this instruction. 
This experiment tried for the first time this year has proven quite successful. 

Any instructor in the School of Business Administration may arrange these lectures 
for his class by contacting Miss Georgi. 

On the evening of November 15, the Library joined other groups on the campus 
in celebrating the 100th anniversary of the birth of George Bernard Shaw and the 
publication of GEORGE BERNARD SHAW - MAN OF THE CENTURY, by Shaw's official biogra- 
pher, Dr. Archibald Henderson. The Friends of the Library sponsored a public 
lecture on Shaw by Dr. Henderson, followed by a reception in the Library Assembly 
Room. At the same time, an exhibition of materials from the Archibald Henderson 
Collection of Bernard Shaw was openedin the Library and the first Exhibition 
Checklist containing notes on the exhibition was issued. 

On the evening preceding the lecture-reception-exhibition, Dean Lucile 
Kelling (now Henderson), Curator of the Henderson-Shaw Collection, and Dr. Horn 
appeared on a special half-hour television program over WUNC-TV to present a preview 


of the exhibition. 
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The Bull's Head Bookshop and the Extension Department jointly sponsored five 
Bull's Head Teas during the year: on October 24, Phillips Russell discussed his 
new book, Jefferson, Champion of the Free Mind; on December 7, Paul Green spoke 
about his symphonic drama, Wilderness Road; on February 7, Manly Wade Wellman 
talked about Rebel Boast; on March 15, Jessie Rehder discussed her novel, Remem- 
brance Way; and on April 26, George Scheer and Hugh Rankin discussed Rebels and 
Redcoats. 

The Library's 15-minute weekly television program, "Of Books and People," was 
continued for the second year. Thirty-two programs were presented. These are 
listed in Appendix XIII. The purpose of this series was to make the Library's 
services and materials better known to citizens of the state.

A second number of Paperbound Books in Business and Economics: a Bibliography, 
compiled by Charlotte Georgi, was mimeographed for distribution. Over 250 requests 
for this publication have been received from libraries, banks, industrial relations 


firms, and labor organizations all over the United States. One request came from 


a library in Uppsala, Sweden. 
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Last September the Library Handbook, by Adriana Orr and I. T. Littleton, was 
published. This attractive booklet has received a great many favorable comments 
and has been used effectively by students and visitors. We hope that there will be 
set up a continuing budget for periodic revisions of the Library Handbook or for 
having additional copies printed when the supply is exhausted. We are indebted to 
John Sprunt Hill for making it possible to publish this first edition. 

Another important publication which was compieted is the Guide to Special 
Collections. As was pointed out in last year's annual report, this Guide is 
expected to serve as an aid to the research worker in the Library in a manner 
comparable to the expected use of the Library Handbook by the student or visitor. 
It contains descrivtions of the Library's many special collections, indexes and 
files. Most of the various collections described in it contain materials which are 
not listed in the main catalog. [It is mimeographed, icose-leaf so that revision 
will be easy. It is expected that each acadeniic department on the campus and each 
operating unit of the University Library system will receive a copy. 

Individual members of the Library staff have contributed articles to journals 
and books. A complete list of these is given in Appendix XII. 

The exhibition pregram has continued with an unusually large number of 
displays. Exhibitions were prepared by the Law Library, Buil's Head Bookshop, 
Extension Department, Southern Historical Collection and North Carolina Collection. 
The general exhibits in the Wilson Library were installed by Mcs. Myra Lauterer.

COOPERATION AND ASSISTANCE 


The University Library has participated in a number of projects in cooperation 
with other libraries of the region, the nation and the world. The International 
Relations Committee of the American Library Association selected this Library as 
One to receive, for an extended visit, one of eleven librarians from India. As 
a result, Janardan M. Kanitkar, the Librarian of the Indian Institute of Public 
Administration in New Delhi, observed and worked in the Library from November l, 
1956 to January 5, 1957. We have sent exchange books to libraries in England, 
Australia and, through the Asian Foundation, to libraries in Korea and other Asian 
countries. 

The Librarian or the Associate Librarian represented the Library at the two 


meetings of the Association of Research Libraries during the year. 
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According to statistics recently issued by the Library of Congress, the 
bibliographical center at Chapel Hill contributed cards for 3,825 imprints to the 
National Union Catalog. Although these included cards for volumes in the libraries 
at Duke, N. C. State College, Woman's College of UNC and other North Carolina 
libraries, it is the highest number of cards contributed by any library or center 
in the Southeast. 

We have also been contributing to the work of the newly organized Association 
of Southeastern Research Libraries. Dr. Horn attended its second meeting held in 
October 1956 at the Southeastern Library Association meetings in Roanoke, Virginia 
and its third meeting at the 1957 Midwinter meeting of the American Library Associa- 
tion in Chicago. Mz. Cook met with the group at Kansas City in June at the ALA 
meeting. The ASERT and SIRF (Southeastern Interlibrary Research Facility) are 
sponsoring the compilation of a Scutheastern Supplement to the Union List of 
Serials. This important bibliographical project will list and locate in research 
libraries in the Southeast, new, added and corrected serials titles and holdings 
to the Union List of Serials and its two supplements. By this means, the serials 
resources of the region will be available to each library through inter-library 
loan and regional research will be facilitated. By June 15, Mrs. Louise Hawkins, 
working in the Serials Department, had completed listing on cards our holdings for 
inclusion in this Supplement. It will be published within the next few months. 

The cooperative spirit and work among libraries in the state have continued 

at a high level. It was recommended that the Inter-University Research Library 
Committee composed now of the Librarians and one faculty member from UNC, Duke, 
N. C. State College and Woman's College be broadened to include the State Library 
and that the official name of the committee be changed to the North Carolina 
Research Library Committee. 

Now that we have the majority of our duplicates listed, we have been able to 


arrange duplicate exchange agreements with Duke, N. C. State College and other 
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libraries in North Carolina. We have been sending these libraries duplicate books 
which they need and in exchange have received some of their duplicates which were 
not among our holdings. 

From the Friends of the Library, faculty, alumni and leaders in student 
government, cooperation with and assistance to the Library have been willingly 
given. The student leaders have been most cooperative in helping to correct 
violations of library lending rules. 

The Library owes a debt of gratitude to the Carolina Inn and to the ready 
assistance of the Manager, Mr. L. B. Rogerson, which was forthcoming whenever 
requested, and often volunteered. Due to the fine cooperation of the Carolina Inn, 
the Library staff and members cf the Friends of the Library, the 25th Anniversary 
meeting of the Friends of the Library on May 10 was one of the most beautiful and 
enjoyable occasions at the University during the entire year. Chancellor House 


spoke on ''The Books in My Life" and selected gifts were exhibited. 
ORGANIZATION AND ADMINISTRATION 


The Administrative Board of the Library met two times during the year -- 
October 9, 1956 and February 22, 1957. On October 9, the Board gave a final deter- 
mination of the book, periodical and binding budget for 1956-57, received copies of 
the Library. (Cn February 22 the Librarian proposed that a separate account of 
$10,000 be set up to meet the need for departmental continuations, that a special 
fund of $2,000 be allocated for purchasing duplicates required in the teaching pro- 
gram, that specific allocations be made for Folklore, Russian and Near East materials 
that allocations be made to specific departments for the purchase of special sets. 
Although the Board was not asked to take action on the recommendations at that time, 
it was the sense of the meeting that these budgetary revisions and allocations met 


with approval. 
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On January 18, 1957 the Instrument of Government of the University was 
amended by adding to Article IX, Section A, which describes the membership, terms, 
and functions of the Administretive Board of the Library. The Librarian, on the 
basis of this section of the Instrument of Government, wrote Organization Memoran- 
dum No. 6 of the Acministrative Manual which outlines, in more detail, the member- 
ship, terms and functions of the Administrative Beard. This memorandum was 
approved by the Board on February 22. 

Article IX provides that the Administrative Board of the Library shall be 
composed of "ten members of the faculty so chosen as to represent adequately and 
appropriately the various interests of the faculty.'"' They are to be appointed by 
the Chancellor upon recommendation of the Librarian who shall serve as ex-officio 
chairman of the beard, The Members are to serve five years and ere not to succeed 
themselves. 

Organization Memorandum No. 6 provides that the ten appointed members will be 
nominated to obtain appreximately the following representation: 

Division of Humanities - 3 members 
Division of Social Sciences - 3 members 
Division of Natural Sciences - 3 members 
Prcfassional Schools - 1 member 


Members on the beard on January 18, 1957 will serve out their indefinite terms. 


terms, as defined in the Article IX-A-2 of the Instrument of Government. The five 
duties of the board which are spelled out in detail in Organizaticn Memorandum No. 
6 are: to advise the Librarian on the administration of the Library, to formulate 
policy on the acquisition and use of library materials, to allocate undesignated 
book funds, to advise the Chancellor, through the University Librarian, on the 
establishment or discontinuance of library units outside Wilson Library and to 
review the University Librarian's biennial budget request. 


Work on the Administrative Manual has proceeded with new Information and 
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Procedures Memoranda and revisions of Memoranda as changes were made during the 
year. There has been maiked improvement in the speed of ordering, binding and 
processing of materials as a result of several changes suggested in Librarian's 
Conferences devoted to these procedures during the year. It appears from our 
self-analysis that next attention must be given to a complete study and analysis 
of the procedures and organization of the acquisitions and cataloging activities. 

Some changes in the organization of personnel and the establishment of 
several new positions in the area of technical processing during the next biennium 
should bring marked improvement and speed in the acquisition and processing of 
materials. The recommendation of the appointment of Dr. William R. Pullen to the 
position of Assistant Librarian for Technical Processes was made last Spring and 
on July 1 he will essume his new duties. He will have responsibility and authority 
for the proper management of all operations involved in the accuisition and prepar- 
ation of materigis for use. He will be studying all routines and procedures in 
the area of technical processing and will make recommendations for improving, 
coordinating and speeding up these activities. There is a need for a continuous 
survey and inventory of the Library's collections and a written Acquisitions Code 
or policy which may be used for guidance in the proper development of the collec- 
tions. It is heped that during the coming biennium that attention can be given 
to these important tasks. 

Some work has been completed also on a Lending Code and during 1957-58 we 
hope to have it ready to be included in the Administrative Manual. 

A problem in any large decentralized library system is that of the coordina- 
tion and management of libraries outside the general library building. Special 
libraries located in classroom buildings increase the usefulness of the collections 
to the departments which they serve but if they are not properly staffed many 


serious problems occur, such as, the loss of books, and limited access to those 
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who wish to use the collections. Perhaps the greatest problems are caused by depart- 
mental libraries that cut across a number cf different fields. This occurs most 
frequently in the Social Sciences. Collections in Sociology, Psychology, Anthropol- 
ogy and Political Science, if not centrally located in the general library, cause 
inconvenience to students and faculty members in the other social sciences, history 
and the humanities. 

We have continued to improve coordination of departmental libraries this year 
by several means: Library Notes, frequent visits by the administrative staff to the 
libraries, and staff meetings for departmental librarians and cecretaries. A series 
of Librarian's Conferences was devoted te the problems of individual departmental 
libraries. These Conferences were held in the libraries themselves and were attended 
by department heads in the Wilson Library, faculty members in the ceva Cel 
by the particular library and the departmental library staff. Conferences were held 
in the Chemistry, Law, Music, Geology-Gecgraphy, Sociology-Anthropology-Planning and 


Mathematics-Physics Libraries for a consideration of the problems of each. 


BUDGET AND FINANCE 

As has already been stated, the Library received an increase in its state 
appropriated book budget from $100,000 in 1955-57 to $155,000 in 1957-59 and 
substantial wage and salary increases for the staff. There were also slight 
increases in all non-personnel budgets: equipment; repair; postage, telephone 
and telegraph; supplies and printing. When it seemed that the request for an 
increased book budget would not be successful, the Library received state-wide 
support from many sources. The newspaper press in Chapel Hill and throughout the 
state spoke out for more money for books; and friends, alumni and members of the 
Friends of the Library tock every opportunity tc make our needs known to the 
citizens of North Carolina and to their elected legislative officials. A letter 


from George M. Stephens, Chairman of the Friends of the Library, was mailed to all 
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members of that organization on January 28, 1957, asking their support in the 
Library's behalf. 

This state-wide support combined with the strong plea for increased book 
funds from University administrative officials won the long needed increase. 

To all of those who helped in this campaign, the students, faculty and Library 
staff of the University owe a debt of gratitude. 

The wages budget has never been adequate for the needs of the Library. [It is 
with these funds that personnel are employed to do most cf the everyday, routine 
and essentiai work of the Library. We began the year with a wages budget of 
$35,650 to which $8,841 was added by the University Administration. These funds 
permitted us to maintain service at a high level, to complete listing our holdings 
for the Southeastern Supplement to the Union List of Seriais, to finish the Guide 
to Special Collections and to do some repair of materials in the Law Library. It 
is hoped that the wages budget can be increased so that it will not be necessary 
to request supplementary funds in the future. In order for the Library to meet 
its normal operating expenses there should be an annual wages budget of at least 


$47,000. 


THE LIBRARY STAFF 


For all practical purposes, the professional library staff has been recog- 
nized by the University administration as having academic status, although there 
is no official statement in writing clarifying this status. During the year, the 
Librarian, the Business Manager and the Dean of the Faculty discussed the matter 
and agreed to recommend that profesional staff be classified as academic and that 
positive steps be taken to exempt those positions so classified from the State 
Personnel Act. Accordingly, during the year all appointments of professional 


librarians have been made through the Dean of the Faculty. In the recommendations 
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of adjustments of salaries of the Library staff for 1957-58, the non-professional 
positions were cleared under the established procedure of the State Personnel 
Departments, but those staff members, classified as academic, were considered and 
approved along with members of the faculty. Thus, many inequalities in salaries 
were corrected and in mest cases salaries of professional librarians were raised to 
a level equal to those being paid librarians elsewhere. 

In the area of personnel, the next attention must be given to the writing 
of a statement of the meantng of academic status with the rights and privileges 
of the academic staff spelled out in detail. This statement will be submitted 
for approval to the Dean of the Faculty, and the Chancellor and then included 
in the Personnel Section of the Administrative Manual. The classification plan for 
non-professional and professional-research positions as outlined in last year's 
annual report has been used successfully during the past year. It is proposed that 
it be continued in principle. 

In July, 1956, I. T. Littleton was appointed to the position of Assistant 
Librarian with special responsibility in the area of personnel administration. 
Under his direction, a program of staff training was begun. In the Fall two orien- 
tation lectures were held for new staff members. In March, a series of seminars 
for professional staff members was begun. On March 27, Miss Yocom discussed "Recent 
Problems and Developments in Cataloging"; on April 24, Assistant Professor Robert A. 
Miller of the School of Library Science, reported on the "Symposium on Systems of 
Information Retrieval" held at Western Reserve University in April 1957; and on 
May 28, Mrs. Jessica Valentine discussed books of current importance. A group of 
weekly in-service training lectures for non-professional staff members was held 
last Spring. Outlines for these lectures have been included in the Administrative 
Manual so that when the series is repeated, we will have a syllabus for the course. 


We hope to continue this program in the Fall. 
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In the original 1957-59 budget request from the librarian, 26 new positions 
were requested for the Library. All of these were highly justified and if they 
had been granted, the services of the library could have been increased tremen- 
dously. The Legislature granted only $25,000 for new positions in 1957-59, 
Obviously, only six or seven positions can be created with this amount. This 
means that in many areas the Library will still be understaffed during 1957-59. 

The morale, loyalty and productivity among the staff has been high. Many of 
the staff are actively participating in scholarly and professional societies and 
are publishing in considerable amount. The activities and publications of the 
staff are listed in Appendix XII. 

There have been a number of important changes in personnel due to retirements 
and resignations. 

Dr. Andrew H. Horn, University Librarian since August 1, 1954, resigned 
effective June 30, 1957 in order to become Librarian of Occidental College in Los 
Angeles, California. Dr. Jerrcld Orne was appointed to succeed Dr. Horn. 

Robert E. Thomason, Supervising Bibliographer, resigned effective May 3l, 
1957 to accept a position as Head of Technical Processing at Los Angeles State 
College Library. 

Georgia H. Faison, a Library staff member since 1924 and the Head of the 
Reference Department since 1928, retired on June 30, 1957. She was honored by 
her many friends, faculty, students and alumni by a gift of a check to cover 
expenses for a tour of Europe. At a ceremony on Nobember 15 the check was presented 
to her and on that occasion there were numerous sincere expressions of gratitude 
to Miss Faison for her many years of scholarly, loyal service. 

Adolphus Clark who had served the Library faithfully for 33 years, first as 
janitor and later as mail clerk retired on June 30, 1957. 

As a result of some of these changes the following promotions were made 


effective July 1, 1957: 
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Dr. William R. Pullen from Documents Librarian to Assistant Librarian 
for Technical Processes. 


Miss Louise Hall from Assistant Head of the Reference Department to Head 
of the Reference Department. 


Mrs. Pattie B. McIntyre from Reference Assistant to Assistant Head of 
Reference Department. 


Mrs. Catherine Maybury, from Institute of Government Librarian to 
Documents Librarian. 


PLANS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


The plans and recommendations set down by a retiring University Librarian 
will necessarily be seen in somewhat different light by his successor. In 
a sense, though, both men merely attempt to point out the course of development 
which is inherent in the library as a vital organism. Given an ample, balanced diet, 
this Library will inevitably mature and become increasingly useful to the University 
and the State. 


lL. The 1959-1961 budget request should again press for additional 
book funds; but the need for salaries and wages money should 
also be emphatically demonstrated, 


2. Attention should be directed to the major capital improvements 
necessary to establish improved facilities for students through 
an Undergraduate Library 


3. The organization for more effective cooperation with the libraries 
of Duke, State College, Woman's College and the State Library is 
in need of attention. A recommendation has been submitted to 
President Friday and President Edens. 


4. Two divisions of the Library -- the Division of Special Collec- 
tions and the Bibliography Division -- are now ready for 
organizational change. Appointment of a Head of the Department 
of Special Collections is a first step; and eventually this 
department head should assume general supervision of the North 
Carolina Collection as well as the Rare Book Room, Graphic 
Arts Collection, and Map Collection. The promotion of the 
Supervising Bibliographer to the rank of an Assistant Univer- 
sity Librarian will bring the Order, Serials and Catalog 
Departments into better coordination. The Supervising Biblio- 
grapher (i.e., Assistant Librarian in charge of acquisitions 
and technical processing) will also be in a better position 
to further the acquisitions program of the Documents Department
